The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

* Upon studying claims 2-3, 5-6, 8-9, and 11-13, the examiner has decided that 
these claims should be also allowed and restricting them as indicated in restriction 
requirement dated 04/19/05 is not necessary. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The primary reasons for allowance for claims 3, 6, 9, 12-13 is the 

inclusion of the limitations of an inkjet printing method comprising data 
processing step such that (a) in a case where the first mode has been 
selected, data processing is executed in such a manner that an area 
expressing maximum density with regard to a prescribed color will be 
printed using ink droplets of a first volume rather than ink droplets of a 
second volume, and (b) in a case where the second mode has been 
selected, data processing is executed in such a manner that the area 
expressing maximum density will be printed using both the ink droplets of 
the first volume and the second volume. It is these limitations, either 
alone or combined, that have not been taught, found, or suggested by 
prior art. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
